Over the Accident But Glad 
No Lives Were Lost

22.—The 


president's yacht 
Mayflower collided 


with a lumber 
laden 
schooner 
this 


morning and badly crippled her. 
The 


Mayflower sustained but slight dam- 
age. 
The crew of the schooner were 


quickly taken on board the Mayflower's 
boat and several of them had time to 
bring along a few of their personal ef- 
fects. The schooner despite her cargo 
of spruce sank as the last man was 
leaving her. 
Those In charge of the 


launch made sure that they had res- 
cued 
everyone on hoard and 
then 


pulled back to the Mayflower. 


The schooner proved to be the Men- 


awa owned by C. 
G. 
Pendleton of 


Islebor., Me., bound from Machlas to 
New York with lumber. 


She was 200 tons burden net and 


1 ullt in Greenport, N. Y., In 1864. 


An examination of the forward part 


of the Mayflower showed that the bow- 
sprit had been carried away and that 
one of the anchors was missing. The 
yacht, 
however, sustained no 
other 


damage and as soon as the boat with 
her 
occupants 
had been hoisted on 


board she proceeded to Newport'. The 
collision and rescue delayed the May- 
flower about half an hour 


Ihe crew of (lie Menawa were made 


comfortable on board of the

and seemed somewhat 111 at east on find- 
Ing themselves unbidden but welcome

They were summoned aft as soon as the 
president had dressed nnd were'personally 
presented to the ch'e_f_maffUtrate In the 
sumptuous cabin of the yacht.

The saloon, which was the scene of 
e shooting, is run by Winterston and 
cManus. and is situated at the cor-

streets in Jamaica Plain, in a thickly 
settled part nf the city. 


The saloon was crowded with pa- 


trons just previous lo the closing hour 


of 11 o'clock, thirty or forty men be- 
ing in the place. 


Suddenly three men made their ap- 


pearance in the doorway. 
Simultane- 


ously they yelled: "Hands Up." and 
began shooting rapidly, aiming appar- 
ently at the bartenders. 
Some ten or 


fifteen shots were fired. 


With a leap one of the men jumped 


over the bar and grabbed 
tVic cash 


register, pulling it to the floor. H was 
opened quickly and the contents seized, 
tne man being covered meantime by 
the tire from the guns of his com- 
panions and the three backed to the 
door. 


Patrolman Butler had 
heard 
the 


shots, and. pulling in a hurry call on 
his alarm box, ran to the saloon. He 
arrived in time to see the three men 
hacking out and shooting at those in 
the saloon. 


The patrolman opened fire at once 


on the men nnd hit the first one to 
come out. Then some one cried, "Don't 
shoot those-who are not to blame," 
and the patrolman stopper! firing. The 
men tl.en leaped out and made their 
escape down 
Weld avenue. 
One of 


the men concerned in the robbery, it is 
believed, gave (he riy to slop the fir- 
ing by the officer and thus effect the 
escape.

shooting, "which took place in the wine 
shop conducted by 
the- victim, but 


three suspects have been taken

custody, and are held at the Madison 
street station aR material witnesses. 


Two stories have been told 
to 
Ihe 


police about the killing. 
Both arc be- 


ing Investigated. 


One is to thc effect 
that 
Renaldt's 


daughter, Jennie, a. pretty sixteen year 
old Kir], was courted by Alfredo Ven- 
tingilno,. who was driven out 
of 
the 


house a few days ago by the 
father, 


who promptly sent 
his daughter 
to 


visit an nnclc In Boston, to break up 
the affair. 


The other story relates that thc dead 


man. being a leader of the Black $Iand, 
was continually embroiled in alterca-

BOSTON. July 22.-Three desperate 


men, 
armed with heavy calibre revol- 


vers, dashed into a crowded Jamaica 
I'lain narroom ten minutes before clos- 
ing time last night, and yelling "Hands 
l"P," began "shooting up" the place. 
When they had grabhetl the money 
till, emptied it. finished shooting and 
made their escape, one man was dead 
oit the Cnor. another lay dying and a 
third was seriously woumlerl. 


Dashing out the door, the three men 


were met by Officer S. C. Butler, who 
drew his revolver and began firing al 
the men, one of whom was injured. 
but all eventually escaped.
